PROTECTION OF INSECT SPECIES IN NEW SOUTH WALES 


Report on the proposed legislation to protect certain 
insect species under amendments to the NATIONAL PARKS AND 
WILDLIFE ACT, 1974. 


A meeting was called by the New South Wales National 
Parks and Wildlife Service, on 18th December, 1980, to 
discuss proposed amendments to the Act. The meeting included 
representatives of the Entomological Society, N.S.W.; the 
Australian Entomological Society; Australian Museum; 
A.N.I.C. (C.S.I.R.O. Entomology); and the New South Wales 
Department of Agriculture. 


A number of topics were discussed, including: 


1. Selection of species to be on the "list". The 
original list was selected on the basis of 
recommendations from the Australian Museum; this 
was later modified in the light of comments from 
other entomologists. It is intended that the list 
will be altered periodically, in the light of 
experience with the Act. 
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The proposed amendments to the Act were stated to 
allow for this to be done readily. The criteria 
for selection of species on the list was discussed, 
but with no satisfactory conclusion. 


Effect of human collecting on the survival of 
species. It was stated that the Service recognised 
that such collecting would have negligeable effect 
in comparison to habitat destruction; but that it 
was only by having a list of protected species 

that legislation to protect specific habitats 

would be given any real meaning. 


Potential danger of publishing a list. It was 
recognised that there is a possible danger that 
illegal “commercial” collecting of species on the 
"list" may increase as a result of its’ publication. 
Comparison was made with the administration of 
Similar Acts in other states. However the 
importance of a published list in giving strength 
to legislation to protect habitats was stated to 
outweigh these dangers. 


Effect of the legislation on both professional and 
amateur collectors. An assurance was given that 
no serious collector would have trouble getting 
permits to collect moderate numbers of protected 
insects. And also that the act would be 
administered in such a way that occasional 
collectors, e.g. school children (being made aware 
of what they had collected) would not face 
penalties. 


Reviews Committee. A committee will meet at least 
annually to review the species list and the manner 
in which the Act, has been administered and to 
determine any changes that are required to either 
of these. This committee will consist of 
representatives of the societies and institutions 
present at this meeting and certain others such 

as Forestry Commission. 
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As this meeting was held at relatively short notice there 


was insufficient time to consult the Conservation Committee 
and the executive decided that I should represent this 
society.

It has been proposed that certain species of insects 
be scheduled as protected insects under the 
amendments to the National Parks and Wildlife Act, 
1974.

Endangered Insect Species

The species selected for inclusion in the proposed 
legislation schedules are species of special interest 
either because of their declining populations, limited 
distribution, scientific interest and/or interest to 
commercial collectors. These species were selected 

in consultation with the Australian Museum. 
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4. The legislation also provides for: 


a) the addition or deletion of species from the 
schedules; 


b) the issue of permits to take or hold species for 
scientific purposes; 


c) the registration of specimens collected prior to 
the implementation of legislation; 


d) the legal recognition of these species as species 
of special interest; 


e) fines for the illegal taking or trading in these 
species. 


Js The legislation will enable the conservation of insect 
species in two principal ways: 


a) limit the intensive commercial collection of 
certain species; 


b) provide a basis on which other Acts can be 
utilised for the protection of habitat. 


6. It must be stressed that the legislation is not designed 
to limit the collection of the scheduled species for the 
purposes of bona fide research. 


REVIEW 


Scientific and Common Names of Insects and Allied 
Forms Occurring in Australia: P.B. Carne, 

L.D. Crawford, M.J. Fletcher, I.D. Galloway, and 
E. Highley. 1980. C.S.1.R.O., Australia. 


Since 1955 a familiar, slim, dun-covered pamphlet has 
resided on most Australian entomologists’ desks, its corners 
becoming dirty and dog-eared with use. I refer, of course, 
to the successive lists of Scientific and Common Names of 
Insects, etc., published first by C.S.I.R.O. in 1955, 
with later editions in 1966 and 19/73. 


Australian Entomological Society 10 


That first edition had some 670 entries, arranged into an 
alphabetical list of scientific names and one of common 
names. 


The most recent edition is strikingly different. 
Firstly it is more substantially bound and features a SEM 
of the head of a weevil on the cover. Internally there have 
been important changes too. Some 1500 species are now 
listed, reflecting an increased knowledge of our 
economically important species as well as an increase in 
the fauna itself by the introduction of beneficial exotic 
species and other, less desirable ones. Thus the usefulness 
of this new edition is even greater. 


One important innovation is a new systematic section in 
which the scientific names are arranged by phyla, orders, 
families, genera and, finally, species. This taxonomic 
overview enables the user to review the importance of higher 
taxa. Additionally, in this part, common names of major 
groups are included and the names of exotic species used as 
biological control agents are marked with an asterisk. 


There are a few minor editorial conventions adopted to 
make this listing comparable with overseas ones. Where no 
common name existed for a species, a descriptive epithet 
was applied. 


In summary, a most useful publication and a must for 
every entomologist, professional, amateur or student.

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AUTOMATED DATA COLLECTION IN INSECT PHYSIOLOGY AND BEHAVIOUR 


A workshop on "Automated Data Collection in Insect 
Physiology and Behaviour", held at the Randwick Entomology 
Laboratories, University of New South Wales, from 19th 
to 2lst January, attracted twenty participants from six 
research organizations including C.S.I.R.0O. (Divisions 
of Entomology and Applied Organic Chemistry), Universities 
(A.N.U., N.S.W. and Qld.) and N.S.W. Department of Agriculture 


The workshop was organized by Assoc. Prof. Erik Shipp 
and Dr. Chris Orton in response to the rapid incursion of 
Microprocessor technology into research on Insect 
Physiology and Behaviour. 


Discussion centered on the use of Microprocessors and 
digital techniques for data collection in studies of: 


Mode of action of Insecticides; 

Egg-laying behaviour in the Sheep Blowfly; 

Insect vision and hearing; 

Developmental daily-rhythms in the Sheep Blowfly; 
Analysis of Insect odour responses. 


Systems discussed were based on a range of processors from 
the inexpensive (Motorola 6800, Zilog Z80, Rockwell AIM65, 
etc.), through the moderately priced (Apple II, 

Ohio Challenger, Compucolor, etc.) to the expensive 

(PDP 8 and PDP ll). 


A number of data-loggers were demonstrated including one 
jointly developed by C.S.1I.R.0. (Divisions of Applied 
Organic Chemistry and Entomology) and UNSW (Entomology), 
to acquire data from insect sensory hairs. 


A decision was taken at the closing session that, in 
view of the obvious success of the workshop, it should 
become an annual event. A steering committee was set up 
to organise the next one in Canberra in February 1982.

NEW SOUTH WALES: 
Country Centres 


Andrew Beattie accompanied three visiting Chinese citrus 
Entomologists on a visit to Yanco Agricultural Research 
Centre. Their names were Dr. Li-Ying, Dr. Huang Ming-Dau 
and Dr. Tai Tzhy-Yung. 


Bob Davidson from C.S.1I.R.0O., Armidale went to a 
conference on "Rural Dieback" at Melbourne in November.

AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY 


C.5.1.R.0., Division of Entomology 


The long awaited move of the A.N.I.C. into its new 
building was at last completed in the last week of November 
1980. With the aid of two mechanical lifting devices, a 
fleet of trolleys and many willing helpers, approximately 
1,200 cabinets were transferred to their new home in the 
space of a little over a week. The whole move and the 
devices involved therein were masterminded by Murray Upton 
and without his innovations, cabinets would probably still 
be being man-handled into place. 
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The first stage of the A.N.I.C. survey of the Cooktown 
area was undertaken during the period 22nd September to 
24th October, 1980. A party consisting of Don Colless, 
Tom Weir, Ted Edwards, Jo Cardale and Rob Barrett covered 
an area ranging from Mt. Webb to the north of Cooktown to 
Shiptons Flat to the south. Vegetation types ranged from 
rainforest through open forest to sandy heath. Although 
the area was very dry, many thousands of specimens in all 
major groups were taken and when the final sorting out has 
been completed, many new species will have been added to 
the A.N.I.C. 


In another journey to the north, Dave Rentz travelled 
to the Blackdown Tableland, inland from Rockhampton, in 
search of more specimens of another species in the new 
orthoptera family Cooloolidae. There he was met by 
Geoff Monteith from the Queensland Museum and after much 
digging he returned, satisfied, with 10 specimens. 


A recent appointment to the A.N.I.C. is that of 
Andrew Calder, to work with Dr. Zimmerman on the Australian 
Curcultontdae. Andrew recently completed his doctorate at 
LaTrobe University and comes to us from the National Museum 
of Victoria where he was Assistant Curator of Insects. 


Another newcomer is Dr. B. Halliday from the University 
of East Anglia who has accepted a position as acarologist 
with the Dung Beetle Section. His first task will be to 
spend some time in the United States at Oregon State 
University where he will work with Dr. G. Krantz on the 
taxonomy of Macrochelidae, a family of phoretic mites 
associated with dung beetles. 


While on the subject of dung a new release of a predatory 
mite was made at Rockhampton in December. This was of 
Macrocheles peregrinus, a newly described species from 
South Africa and it is hoped that it will greatly aid the 
biological control of the buffalo fly. 


Doug Waterhouse travelled overseas in February together 
with three members of the Australian Meat Research Committee. 
They spent time in South Africa visiting the C.S.I1.R.0. 

Dung Beetle Unit at Pretoria. 
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Bruce Champ travelled to the Philippines in November 
for the 8th ASEAN Grains Working Group Meeting, while 
Jonathan Banks visited Britain and India during February. 
In Britain he attended a GASGA Seminar on "The Appropriate 
Use of Pesticides for Control of Stored Product Pests in 
Developed Countries", while his visit to India was part 
of the India-Australia Science Agreement. There he looked 
at the possibility of a joint project on the control of 
pests under controlled atmosphere and also travelled 
extensively. 


Recent short term visitors to the Division have 
included: Tom Grace, back from his scientific posting to 
Japan for a few weeks; Elizabeth Exley and Ken Walker 
(Entomology Department, University of Queensland), to look 
at the A.N.I.C. holdings of small bees (Apoidea); Ken Harley 
(C.S.1.R.0O., Long Pocket Laboratories, Indooroopilly) to 
prepare for his 15-18 month stay in Brazil; Prof. P.S. Corbett, 
until recently Prof. of Zoology in Christchurch, en route 
to take up Chair of Biological Sciences at Dundee, Scotland; 
Tim New (LaTrobe University) to look at A.N.I.C. specimens 
of Myrmeltontidae; Bryan Cantrell (Department of Primary 
Industries, Brisbane) to examine A.N.1I.C. accessions of 
Tachitntdae; and Dr. Darryl Gwynne (University of New Mexico, 
Q.E. II Fellow presently at the University of Western 
Australia) to discuss katydids (Tetttgontidae). 


Dr. Bob Pope from the British Museum visited the Division 
for approximately one month in November/December as part of 
his six month stay in Australia. He is studying taxonomy 
and biology of Australian Coccinelitdae under a grant from 
A.B.R.S. While in Canberra, he sorted out all the A.N.I.C. 
holdings of that family before moving on to more southerly 
climes. 


Ms. Marianne Horak of the Entomologische Institut, 
Zurich, is spending two months from mid February working 
at the A.N.I.C. on taxonomy of New Guinea and Australian 
Tortrtictdae. 
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Professor John Kerr visited Canberra at the end of 
January to collect butterflies in the Brindabella Range 
and nearby areas, and to examine butterflies in the A.N.I.C. 


Dr. Ebbe Schmidt Nielsen of the Zoological Museun, 
University of Copenhagen, will be spending a month from 
mid-March working on microlepidoptera in the A.N.I.C. 

Ebbe has collected widely in South America and is especially 


interested in the taxonomy, phylogeny and zoogeography of 
the primitive groups. 


Professor Jerry Powell of the Department of Entomology, 
Berkeley, California, is spending six months of a 
sabbatical with Ian Common working on the high classification 
of the Tortricidae. Jerry has given special attention to 
the oviposition behaviour in a wide range of Australian 
genera. He is also preparing a taxonomic revision of the 
Australian Ethntidae. 


Dr. Dennis Brothers of the University of Natal, 
Pietermaritzburg, South Africa, visited Ian Naumann in 
January at the start of a 7 month stay in Australia to study 
mutillid wasps. He is being supported by an A.B.R.S. grant 
and is planning to travel extensively in Northern and 


eastern Australia, collecting any unsuspecting mutillids 
as he goes. 


The Division was the venue for a Workshop on Blowfly 
Ecology on 4th and 5th December organised by Keith Wardhaugh. 
Other members of the division involved were Lindsay Barton 
Browne, Dick Norris, Bill Vogt, Tim Woodburn, Geoff Foster, 
Peter Smith, Bob Madden, and Richard Dallwitz. The first 
day was devoted to paper giving while the second was devoted 
to a visit to the Murrambateman Laboratory to look at 
trapping techniques, and fly density estimation, and the 
methods used to inspect sheep for strike. Interstate 
participants were: Mr. N. Barton (Victorian Department of 
Agriculture); Mr. R. Hardy (Tasmanian Department of 
Agriculture); Dr. R. Hart (Australian Wool Corporation) ;

PAPUA NEW GUINEA: 


Jan Greve from Department of Primary Industry reports 
that Mr. John Sutherland has joined the department. He will 
be working on pesticide application machinery and techniques 
as well as the entomology of subsistance foods; he is based 
at Bubia. Jan also tells us that Gramoxone has been 
rescheduled from Schedule 5 to Schedule 3 and that all 
formulations sold in Papua New Guinea must now have a 
stenching agent and an emetic incorporated. It is hoped 
that this will prevent any further deaths. (33 fatal 
paraquat poisonings have been recorded in Papua New Guinea 
Since 1969.) In relation to this it is also hoped that the 
pesticide legislation initiated by Ted Fenner will be 
enacted by the middle of this year. 


From the Bubia station in Lae we have the news that 
Graham Young has received two agents Apanteles flavipes 
and Sturmtopsts inferens for the control of stem borers on 
sugar cane. 
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Phil Spradbery reports that the screw worm fly breeding 
factory at Laloki is now completed. The unit has recently 
evaluated the sheep blowfly control preparation, vetrazin, 
which appears promising for screw worm fly control and 
chemical sterilisation of the flies has been affected with 
benzylphenol. Dr. John Downes was a recent visitor and 
Alison Pound is leaving the unit, after 21/9 years, to take 
up residence in Kainantu —- only the flies can be happy 
about that. 


At Malaria Control Paul Hudson is investigating the 
finding of Anopheles farauti No. 1 from a village near 
Madang. 


Prof. Bill Brown from Cornell University is presently 
in Port Moresby. He has based himself at the University 
from which he is planning regular forays into the local 
rainforest. His travel plans include Rabaul, Manus and 
Wewak on his way to Indonesia and Malaysia via Irian Jaya. 
He is collecting primarily for ponerine and myrmicine 
species for further reclassification.

C.S.1.R.O., Long Pocket Laboratories 


Peter Room released new stocks of biocontrol insects 
against the aquatic weed, Salvinita, during trips to Ingham 
and Mt. Isa in January and February. 


In February Don Sands discussed lantana control with 
New South Wales Forestry Commission officers in Coffs Harbour 
on his way to Canberra for consultations on his work with 
biotypes of biocontrol species. With him, Don carried his 
extensive personal collection of butterflies, principally 
Hesperiidae and Lycaenidae, for permanent incorporation 
in the Australian National Insect Collection in Canberra.

Queensland Museum 


Robert Raven and Geoff Monteith, of the Museum, joined 
forces with David Rentz and Darrel Gwynne of C.S.I1.R.O. 
Canberra for a week's collecting on the Blackdown Tableland, 
160 km west of Rockhampton. The main purpose of the visit 
was to get further specimens of the new species of 
Cooloolidae (Cooloola Monsters) taken there by chance last 
October by Geoff.

John Turner leaves on lst May for three months collecting 
of dacine fruit flies in Indonesia funded by the Commonwealth 
Plant Quarantine. Starting from Java, John intends to work 
the islands between there and Australia as well as north to 
Sulawesi. The trip is expected to provide valuable 
information on the origins and relationships of the 
Australian fruit fly fauna being studied by Dick Drew. 


Bryan Cantrell visited the National Museum in Victoria, 
the A.N.I.C. in Canberra and the Australian Museum and 
Rydalmere collections in Sydney during February in connection 
with his studies on the taxonomy of the Australian Tachinidae. 


Travellers 


Denis Brothers, of the University of Natal, South Africa 
visited south Queensland for a week in early February as 
part of his seven month, ABRS funded visit to Australia to 
work on taxonomy of the Australian Mutillidae.

On his way to Brisbane he made collections in the Stanthorpe 
area and inspected the rich collection of Buprestidae 
belonging to Jean Harslett at Amiens. 


Peter Johns, of the Zoology Department, University of 
Canterbury, in New Zealand, lead a month long expedition of 
the Australia-New Zealand Schools Exploring Society to the 
Windsor Tableland in North Queensland during December/January.

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REPORT OF CONSTITUTION REVIEW WORKING PARTY 


A. INTRODUCTION 


1 As Public Officer I was appointed by the 10th Annual 
General Meeting to convene a Working Party to review the 
Society's Constitution and By-Laws with a view to: 


a) Obviating, in future, problems of the kind that 
arose in relation to a postal ballot for the 
election of a President at the 10 AGM; 


b) Removing provisions that are no longer required; 


c) Taking into account any other matters raised by 
the Executive. 


Ze The Working Party consisted of the Vice President and 
Secretary (ex officio), Dr. E.N. Marks, Dr. T. Bellas and 
myself. The Working Party operated by correspondence. 
Other Officers of the Society, and the General and 
Taxonomic Editors, were sent copies of draft amendments and 
their comments invited. 


7 As the Constitution and By-Laws are to some degree 
interdependent, it was necessary to consider both documents 
Simultaneously. Attached are copies of draft revisions of 
both documents. Clauses or part clauses in which changes 
have been made are rendered in italics. Deletions are 
enclosed in square brackets. 


B. INTENTION OF AMENDMENTS 


a) Constitution 


Clauses 3 (in part), 8, 25 (in part), 28(b) and 36 are 
no longer required. They provided mechanisms necessary 
for the transition of the Society from an unincorporated 
to an incorporated association. They should now be 
removed. 
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Clause 11(a) It is probable that the reasons for 
proposing the expulsion of a member will be highly 
confidential and will not, therefore, be sent to 
Councillors in the mail but given verbally at a meeting 
of Council. Principals would not be in a position to 
brief their proxies. For this reason it is suggested 
that proxy votes should not be eligible in reaching 
decisions on expulsion (or lesser penalties). 


Clause 19 The Executive considers that a financial 
year ending on 3lst December is much to be preferred 
to one ending on 30th June, as at present. 


Clause 20(a) It is considered desirable to specifically 
designate retired members as being eligible for rebate 
of subscriptions. 


Clause 20(b) This reflects Executive practice, 
resulting from a recommendation of the 6 AGM. 


Clause 23 With the growth of the Society, and the 
burden of work on honorary officers, it is most unlikely 
that any member will be expected to combine the roles 

of Treasurer and Business Manager. 


Clauses 25 and 30 A mechanism is required for postal 
ballots that will not prevent the acceptance of a late 
nomination of a member if no nomination for a position 
has been received by the nominal close of the ballot. 

An early date of closure is necessary if a postal ballot 
is to be held. The arrangements may appear somewhat 
cumbersome, but no other workable mechanism to achieve 
this end could be devised by the Working Party. 


Clause 28 With growth of the Society and its Journal, 
the burdens on the technical editors, especially the 
General Editor, have become extremely heavy. The 
appointment of a second General Editor is seen as 
essential. 
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b) 
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Clause 29 With the independence of Papua New Guinea 
that country is no longer an Australian "territory". 
Theoretically members in Papua New Guinea have no 
right of representation on Council. It is understood 
that the Executive will seek the opinion of members on 
several options, and will advise the Working Party on 
the amendments it sees as appropriate. The Working 
Party offers no suggestions on this particular matter. 


Clause 31 To prevent the recurrence of problems in 
this area, the draft revised By-Laws include rules for 
the conduct of postal ballots. 


Clause 4/7 The insertion is designed to given the 
Executive greater discretion in deciding on the dates 
of Annual General Meetings. 


By-Laws 


Clause 10(f) This is designed to allow the Executive 
to vary allocations of funds to meet changing 
circumstances. 


Clause 10(i) This will allow the financial statements 
to be distributed as supplements to an issue of the 
News Bulletin. 


Clause 19(a) (iv) This reflects the actual situation 
in respect of the acceptance or rejection of manuscripts 
(see also 20(b)(iii)-(Civ) ). 


Clause 19(b) (i) With the addition of a second General 
Editor it is desirable to specify in broad outline 
their areas of responsibility. There will always be 
some dubious cases where the discretion of the Chief 
Editor will be exercised. 


Clause 19(b) (iii) and (iv) The existing provision that 
"agreement between the technical editor and the member 
of the Editorial Board shall constitute automatic 
acceptance for publication or rejection of the 
manuscript" is seen as cutting across the proper right 
of a Chief Editor to make final decisions on acceptance 
or rejection. 
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Clause 24 Proposed rules for the conduct of postal 
ballots. 


Clause 25 A form of nomination includes provision for 
a brief statement about the candidate. This would be 
copied and sent to members if a postal ballot became 
necessary. Very few members would be known by name to 
all other members. 


OTHER PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 


Two suggestions were received too late to be considered 


by the Working Party or to be included in the attached 
drafts. They were:

That some kind of limit should be placed on the 
number of times a member may be re-elected to the 
office of President; and 


That the President, if present at a meeting of the 
Executive, should be chairman of that meeting. 


My personal comments are: 


The Constitution does limit the term of office of 
Regional Councillors to three consecutive annual 
terms. This was designed to prevent members from 
feeling that, if they once accepted appointment 
as a Regional Councillor, they would have 
difficulty in shedding the burden; and 


It is not uncommon for the Vice President to be 
constitutionally appointed as chairman of 
committees, freeing the President from concern in 
the day-to-day administration of a society.

NAME 


The name of the Society shall be The Australian 
Entomological Society Incorporated. 


DEFINITIONS 


The word "annual" or "annually" wherever occurring, 
shall be construed to mean the periods between 
consecutive Annual General Meetings; the word "year" 

or "yearly" shall mean the calendar year. The words 
"the Society" wherever occurring, without qualification, 
shall mean The Australian Entomological Society 
Incorporated. 


OBJECTS 


The objects of the Society shall be the advancement 

and dissemination of entomological knowledge in all its 
aspects, particularly, but not exclusively, in relation 
to the Australian fauna. [and for the furtherance of 
these objects the Society shall take over and carry on 
the activities and functions heretofore carried out by 
the unincorporated body known as The Australian 
Entomological Society. ] 


Without limiting in any way the discretion or powers 
of the Executive or Council, the objects may be 
achieved in any or all of the following ways:

AMENDMENT OF CONSTITUTION 


This Constitution may be amended:

THE JOURNAL 


The Journal of the Australian Entomological society

Each ballot paper shall be initialled on its reverse 
by the Returning Officer, and shall have a subjoined 
tear-off sltp with spaces for the member's name and 
stgnature, and bearing notificatton of the date by 
whteh the ballot paper must be received by the 
Returntng Officer. 


Ballot papers tn category (c)(t) above shall be 
matled to members not less than thirty (30) days 
prior to the meeting at whitch the of fice-bearers 
are to be elected, and the completed ballot paper 
shall be tn the hands of the Returning Officer not 
later than 5 p.m. on the second day prior to that 
meeting. 


Ballot papers tn categories (ce) (it) and (ttt) above 
shall be matled to members not less than forty (40) 
days prior to the date set by the Executive for 
closure of the ballot. Such papers shall be 
accompanted by a statement prepared by the proposers, 
explatning why the ballot ts being taken and what 
consequences are expected to flow from the adoption 
of any of the avatlable opttons. Where the ballot 
ts held on requtsition of members, the Executive 
may tnelude a statement of tts vtews on the 
proposal(s).

In addition to the foregoing, each eltgtble member 
shall be sent two unsealed envelopes, one blank 
and the other addressed to the Returning Officer. 


The completed ballot paper(s) shall be sealed 
inside the blank envelope, and that envelope, 
together with the completed tear-off sltp(s), 
shall be sealed in the second envelope and 
forwarded to the Returning Officer. 


The Returning Officer shall, subsequent to the 
closure of the ballot, and tn the company of one
